Furttier, please amend 
indepeadent claims 1 and 10 and add new dependent claims 21-^23, as iadicated herein. A 
complete listing of the claims in the application is provided below.

1 . (Currently amended) A dmnpster for collecting and discharging solid waste 
comprising: 

a floor having interior and exterior surfeces; 

a pair of side walls having interior and exterior surfaces, each of said side walls 
extending upwardly from said floor and attached thereto; 

a pair of end walls haviag interior and exterior surfaces, each of said end walls 
extending inwardly from said floor and attached to said floor and said side walls; 

said floor, said side walls and said end walls defining an interior compartment for 
collecting the solid waste therein; 

a pair of sleeves, each of said sleeves rotatably mounted to the exterior surface of one 
of said side walls and having an elongate opening foimed therein sized to accommodate the 
lifting aim of a fiont loading refuse collection vehicle, said sleeves being rotatably mounted 
to permit the lifting arms to lift and tilt the dumpster to discharge the solid waste fiom the 
interior compartment without inverting the dumpster; essA 

at least one mechanical stop provided on one of said side walls for engaging the 
correspondij^ lifting arm to thereby reduce the stress exerted on the lifting aim when the 
lifting arms lift and tilt the dumpster to discharge the solid wast e: and 

at least one sa fety lock provided on one of the side walls for engaging the 
corresponding sleeve wh en the lifting arms lift and tilt the dump ster. 

2. (Canceled). 
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3. (Origiual) A dumpster according to claim 1 wherein said at least one mechanical stop 
comprises a pair of mechanical stops and wherein each mechanical stop is affixed to the 
exterior surfece of a respective one of said side walls for engaging the coiresponding lifting 
atm. 

4. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 1 wherein said mechanical stop is generally 
L-shaped and comprises a flange extending outwardly from the exterior surfece of said side 
wall. 

5. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 1 fiirflier wherein one of said end walls 
comprises an upper door having side panels and a lower door having side panels, the i^er 
door and the lower door movable between a closed position and an opened position, and 
whCTein the ends of said side walls adjacent said end wall are chamfered and the nppet door, 
the lower dow and the chamfered ends of said side walls define a discharge chute when the 
\sppet door and the lower door are in the opened position. 

6. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 5 wherein the side panels of the upper door 
and Ihe side panels of the lower door overlap the chamfered ends of said side walls. 

7. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 5 wherein the upper door and the lower 
door are biased in the closed position. 

8. (Original) A dmnpster according to claim 5 wherein the lower door moves to the 
opened position under the weight of the solid waste in the interior compartment when the 
dunspster is tilted. 

9. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 8 wherein the lower door is positioned 
inwardly of the upper door and the lower door opens the upper door when the dun^ster is 
tilted. 
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1 0, (Currently Amended) A dumpster for collecting and discharging solid waste 
comprising: 

a floor having interior and exterior surfaces; 

a pair of side walls having interior and exterior surfaces, each of said side walls 
extending upwardly from said floor and attached thereto; 

a pair of end walls having interior and exterior surfaces, each of said end walls 
extendiiig upwardly firom said floor and attached to said floor and said side walls; and 

said floor, said side walls and said end walls defining an interior con^artment for 
collectuag the solid waste th^ein; 

wherein one of said end walls comprises an upper door and a lower door, the upper 
door and the lower door movable between a closed position and an opened position; «a4 

wherein the ends of said side walls adjacent the one of said «id walls are chamferedi 

and 

wherein the unp^ door, the lower door and the chamfered ends of said side walk 
define a discharge chute when the nooer door and the lower door are each in the op ened 
position. 

IL (Canceled). 

12. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 10 wherein the upp^ door and the lower 
door eadi have side panels that overlap the chamfered ends of said side walls. 

13. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 10 wherein the upper door and the lower 
door are biased in the closed position. 

14. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 10 wherein the lower door moves to the 
opened position under the weight of the soHd waste in the interior compartment when the 
dumpster is tilted. 
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1 5. (Origmal) A dumpster according to claim 1 4 wherein the lower door i$ positioned 
inwardly of the upper door and the lower door opens the upper door when the dumpster is 
tilted. 

16. (Original) A dumpster for collecting and dischargins sohd waste comprising: 
a floor having interior and exterior surfaces; 

a pair of side walls having interior and exterior surfeces, each of said side walls 
extending upwardly from said floor and attached thereto; 

a pair of end walls having interior and exterior surfaces, each of said end walls 
extending upwardly from said floor and attached to said floor and said side walls; 

said floor, said side walls and said end walls defining an interior compartment for 
coUecting the solid waste therein; 

a pair of sleeves, each of said sleeves lotatably mounted to the exterior surfkce of one 
of said side walls and hAving an elongate opening formed therein sized to accommodate the 
Ufting aim of a front loading reflise collection vehicle, said sleerves being rotatably mounted 
to pomit the Ufting arms to Uft and tilt the dumpster to dischaige the solid waste fixnn the 
interior compartment without inverting the dumpster and 

at least one safety lock provided on one of flie side walls for engaging the 
conesponding sleeve to thereby limit over travel of the dumpster when the lifting aims lift 
and lilt the dun^ster. 

17. (Canceled). 

18. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 16 wherein said at least one safety lock 
conq)rises a pair of safely locks and each safety lock is afiBxed to the exterior surface of a 
respective one of said side walls for engaging fiie corresponding sleeve. 

19. (Original) A dumpster according to claim 1 6 wherein said safety lock comprises a 
locking aim rotatably mounted on a pivot pin and wherein the locking aim has a protruding 
1^ that engages a receiving tab affixed to the corresponding sleeve. 
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20. (Original) A dwnpster according to claim 16 wherein one of said end walls 
comprises an upper door having side panels and a lower door having side panels, the upper 
door and the lower door movable between a closed position and an opened position, and 
wherein the ends of said side walls adjacent the one of said end walls are chamfered and the 
upper door, the lower door and the chamfered side walls define a discharge chute when the 
upper door and the lower door are in &e opened position. 

21 . (New) A dmnpster according to claim 20: 

wherein the front loading lefiise collection vdiicle defines a hopper for receiving the 
solid waste j&om the dumpster and a packer blade movably disposed within the hopper for 
compacting the solid waste inside the hopper; and 

wherein a forward Up of the upper door and a forward Up of the lower door do not 
obstruct movement of the packer blade within flxe hopper when the dumpster is Ufted and 
tilted above the refuse collection vehicle and the vq)per door and the lower door are each in 
the opened position to discharge the solid waste into the hopper. 

22. (New) A dumpster according to claim 1 : 

wherein the front loading refuse coUection vehicle defines a hopper for receiving ttie 
solid waste from the dumpster and a packer blade movably disposed within the hopper for 
compacting the solid waste inside the hopper, and 

wherein a forward Up of the upper door and a forward Up of the lower door do not 
obstruct movement of the packer blade within the hopper when the dumpster is Ufted and 
tilted above flie refuse collection vehicle and the upper door and the lower door are each in 
the op^ed position to discharge the soUd waste into the hopper. 

23. (New) A dmnpster according to claim 10: 

wherein the dumpster is configured for use with a front loading truck defining a 
hopper for receiving the soUd waste fijom the dumpster and a packer blade movably disposed 
within the hopper for compdcting the solid waste inside the hoppei^ and 
wherein a forward lip of the upper door and a forward lip of the lower door do not obstruct 
movement of the packer blade within the hopper when the dumpster is Ufted and tilted above 
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tiie fiont loading truck and the upper door and the lower door are each in the opened position 
to discharge the solid waste into the hopper. 
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
